The Sad Mistake Which Incurable In- 


valids Blake—Fate of a Beautiful 


Bride-Fnthetlc Incident la

1 1 Many pathetic stories are told cf incurable 
invalids who, as a last, forlorn hope, corns 
to Florida, and, often almost alone, with no 
dear eye* to watch them out or bands to 
smooth their pillows, linger and die. Only 
lost month a man camo among ua far gone 
with consumption. With the usual nopeful- 
ness of such invalids, h« began making 
preparations for a permanent sojourn. Dur- 
ing the tima that the tasteful little house, 
which be never, tired of superintending, was 
going np tie often exposed himself to damp 
weather, and the consequence was a severe 
cold, a relapse and death. 
Meantime his 


wife and littte one* had started on their 
journey. A telegram sent them on Abe 
morning of his death reached the city one 
hour after their departure. 
The expected 


train arrived; wife and child came radiantly 
out on the platform, looking about for the 
face so dear to them. 


The gtcry was told, but Oh I it was hard 


to tell. I never saw such a look as came 
Into that woman's ta.cs. Its utter agony 
was something to remember for a lifetime. 
They drove away with her to the new home 
almost finished. "Don't ask me to stay 
here— I can't stay I" she said, as her child- 
ren clung to ber, sobbing and crying for 
papa. Later, when she could, listen, and 
learned that it was his dying request that 
they should make their home there— -when 
she saw bow kind and sympathetic the 
neighbors were, and reflected that the 
body of her husband hallowed the new soil 
— she consented to remain, but a sad face 
looks out upon the passer-by, And the little 
children steal about quietly or play under 
the shadow of papa's death, and it will be 
years before tha place will seam, at ell like 
home. 


The saddest incident that ever occured la 


my experience took place on a trip from 
Jacksonville. We .had engaged a sleeper 
and were felicitating ovrsaVves on the fact 
that we were the only passengers, when just 
before the train started a beautiful woman 
was brought in on a stretcher and placed 
in the compartment next to ours. Her hus- 
band followed, bearing hand-bags and va- 
rious wraps. He was a handsome young 
man, with dark, sad eyes, a heavy mus- 
tache, and altogther evinced by his manners 
a superior refinement. To curiosity suc- 
ceeded confidence,, we. being able to add 
to their comfort' in one or two minor mat- 
ters, so that an acquaintanceship sprang 
up between us. I learned from him that 
they were a new married couple and had 
been to Florida on their wedding tour. The 
young wife bad been taken Ul at one of the 
hotels, and tho doctor advised her immedi- 
ate departure for home. He further in- 
formed me that she had been nursing a very 
dear friend, whose death had been a great 
•hock, adding, "but I am almost sorry I 
listened to the doctor, for she seems much 
worse since her removal. Won't you look

Ill-Fame and for Other Purposes

riTBE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS

SECTION 1. That It shell be unlawful for any 


owner or agent of any owner, or any other peraon 
to keep any house ot ill-f ame, or to let or rent to 
a*; person whomsoever for any length of tim< 
whatever, to be kept or used as a honse of lll-fsm.

house, room or structure situated within fon 
hundred yards of any school boose or achool-roon 
tu«d by any public or piivate school, situated 
within slid town of Reno. 


SEC. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any owne 


or agent of any owner to let or rent to rent to any 
woman of Ill-fame for the purposes of her vooi 
tion for any length of tim* whatever, any houav 
room or structure, or for any woman of 111-urn 
to carry oft her vocatun in any house, room o 
structure aituatid within four hundred yard! '0 
any scholhouse oraohoal room used by any publi 
or private school within the limits of aaid town o 
Heno.

of i 1-fame to prosecute her vocation within th 
town limits without firit b&ving obtained a certifi 
cate from the County Clerk certifying under hi 
hand and the seal of the county ot Waahoe, tha 
she has registered her name, age, the number o 
her house, or place where she carries on ber voca 
tlon, and the name of tbe utreet at which and in 
which she carries on her said vocation.

More of Nevada's Streams and Lakes •• 


Described by 
the San Francisco^ 


Chronicle. 


The largest stream in Nevada, with the 


exception of the Colorado (which can 
hardly claim to belong to this State) is the 
Humboldt, end it is, betides, the only 'one 
whose source ia in the Sierra range. ^It 
rises in the monntains of the northeastern- 
part of the Slate and flows southwesterly 
nrarly across the State to Humboldt like. 
Part of this distance the water floors en the 
surface and part of the time beneath it, 
rising and sinking as faticy seems to dic- 
tate. For a large part of its coarse the 
valley of the Humboldt is narrow and 
rocky and does not contain any extent of 
arable land. A number of what might be 
called tributaries join it along its course, 
while several wide and fertile valleys lie on 
either side. Paradise valley, to the north, 
is one of them. It contains something 
like 150,000 acres of arable land and is 
watered by the Little Hamboldt, a swiftly- 
flowing stream of some size, which rises 
about 100 miles north of the Hamboldt 
valley. The water of this stream is largely 
used for irrigation, bat the surplus, though 
large at limjs, doea not reach tie Ham- 
boldt, at least on the surface, staking long 
toetore that stream is reached. 


A similar stream is the Reese river, on 


the south, rising ia the mountains 200 
miles from the valley of the Hamboldt. 
This is a large stream and is utilized for 
irrigation for many miles below its source. 
The water gradually sinks, however, and 
for 40 miles sooth ot the Hamboldt the 
vail ey of the Reese river is entirely dry. 
At long intervals and in seasons of unasnal 
rainfall the stream has been known to flow 
jnto the Hamboldt, but suck occurrences 
a: 3 very seldom. 
The upper portion of 


tliu Reese river valley was among the earli- 
est settled portions of the State, and the 
water ot the stream was used in the irriga- 
tion of what became the most productive 
and profitable farms in the State. 


The North and Sooth forks of the Ham- 


boldt are streams of good size, each of 
which rise* abont a hundred miles in the 
directions named from the main stream. 
The valley of the North fork contains a 
large amount of arable and fertile land, 
upon which irrigation is practiced with 
good result 6. 


The Sooth fork passes through a good 


agricultural ooantry for a hundred miles 
to the sooth of the Hamboldt, snd its 
waters are utilized for irrigation. 


At its largest the main stream of the 


Hamboldt is 100 feet in width by 4 to 6 in 
depth. 
Although it receives a number of 


tributaries of good size evaporation and 
eeepsge so diminish its flow that near its 
month at Hamboldt lake the river is actu- 
ally smaller than it is 200 miles away, At 
several points along its bank* water is di- 
verted from the Hamboldt ia canals for ir- 
rigation, bat only a small part of the arable 
land within reach ia cultivated, 


One of the difficulties encountered io 


this region is the exceedingly porous nature 
of the iwil. which allows the water to per- 
colate downward to a great depth as fast u» 
it is applied. Because of the absence of 
an impervious substratum at a reasonable 
depth it becomes necessary to apply lha 
water to the growing crops far oltenerthan 
where more favorable conditions exist. For 
this reason the same amount of water can 
be depended upon to irrigate 
* much 


smaller area than is the rale in Cttlilorniit. 


While not sa large or so long as the 


Humboldt river H,e Traekee is of infinitely 
greater importance as a scarce of snpply 
for the irrigation of the lauds iu its vnlley. 
The Trockee draws its supply from Ttihoe 
and Conner lakes, and rnns down the east- 
ern slope of the Sierra Nevada, through 
the fettile valley m which Reno is situated, 
and at a distance of nearly 100 miles from 
its soaree ends in Pyramid lake, traversing

Washoe end Storey countiesand then tarns 
back into the former, where it disappears 
in the lake mentioned. All along the banks 
of the Truckee rive; are acres of fine farm- 
ing land, upon a portion of which the 
water ot that stream is diverted for irriga- 
tion, with the best results. Much more 
could be done, however, were the waters 
properly handled and distributed in AS eco- 
nomical a manner as possible. 


Next to the Truokee river is the Walker. 


This, too, has its aoarce in the Sierra Ne- 
vada monntains. There are two forks of 
the main stream which rise some distance 
south of the Tahce region, and after reach- 
ing the valley, unite and form the Walker 
river. The stream has a tortnons course, 
first to the north, then to the east, snd aft- 
erward to the south, ending in Walker 
lake, about 100 miles to the sonroe. Some 
of the finest agricultural lands in the State 
lie in the valley of the Walker, and by the 
aid of water from that stream utilized lot 
irrigation, many well improved and profit- 
able farms have been created. This valley 
is one of the best places in Nevada to de- 
termine what may be done by irrigation in 
the reclamation of the desert land of Ne- 
vada or other portions of the arid region. 


The Carson river volley lies between the 


Traekee and the Walker, and like the lat- 
ter ie formed by two tributaries which rise 
in the Sierra Nevada monntains. The 
Carson is the principal tributary and has 
its sonroe in the Blae lakes of Alpine 
county, Oal. These lakes are on the very 
summit of the Sierra Nevada and are re- 
markable in that they famish water for the 
Carson on the east and the Mokelumne on 
the west, which waten each a wide 
stretch ot fertile plain in the San Josqoin 
valley. 


The west Carson beads among the monnt- 


ains of EIDorado and Alpine counties, Cal., 
and the twa branches unite near Genoa, 


controlling and economically distributing 
the water of the Carson, however and for that 
reason not neatly so much hue been done 
in the reclamation of desert land* by its 
aid as might readily b* accomplished. 
One great drawback to the use of the water 
ot the Carson for irrigation is the fact that 
the stream is largely utilized to furnish 
water power for running a number of qutrtz 
mill* on its banks. 


The Amargosa is a river in the eoutbern 


part of ihe State, rising in a spar of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains nndrnnniug some 
150 mile* southeasterly until it ia lout ia 
tbe eande of Death va'.ley. Near the bead- 
witters of tbe stream are some small tracts 
of fertile soil, but they ere too isolated to 
be attractive to settlers. 


Tbo Vegas and Bio Virgen are small 


streams in the southern part of the State, 
which ate tributary to tbe Colorado liver. 
On the Vegas is a large extent of fertile 
soil which has been cultivated by Mormons 
and others by the aid of irrigation. 


Tbe Qainn river in tb* northwestern 


part of the State, ib over 100 mile* in length, 
and for a considerable distance passes 
through a valley that has much valuable 
land. 


Nevada has a cumber of lakes of greater 


or less extent all of which are remarkable 
from tbe fact that wLilethey have .tributa- 
ries of considerable siza, none have outlets. 
The evaporation, however, is so great be- 
neath tbe heat of tbe sun that the water 
poured into them is kept from accumulat- 
ing beyond a oertnin extent. 


Humboldt lake, which receives the flow 


of the Humboldt river, is thirty miles long 
by ten iu width. Occasionally tbe water 
n unusually wet seasons, rises so aa to 
overflow the banks, and then it runs south 
to the Lower Cersau sink, where it is 
evaporated. 


Carson lake is soilh of Hamboldt, and 


is twenty-five miles long by about ten wide. 
This receives the discharge of the Carson 
river, and occasionally there is such* heavy 
flow that tbe valley becomes Inundated for 
many mites in every direction. The water 
quickly evaporates, however, and the val- 
ley resumes its normal condition. 


Walker Ink* is in Esmeralda county, 


forty miles south of Carson lake, and has 
a width of five to fifteen miles. The water 
of this lake is comparatively sweet and 
abounds with fish. Several steamers ply 
upon its surface, and at the month of 
Walker river there ia a large area of soil 
of great fertility. 


Fyarmid lake, iu tbe northwestern pr%rt 


of the State, is fed by the Traekee river, 
end ie a body of water thirty-five miles 
long by twelve in width. The water is 
deep and tbe lake is nearly surrounded by 
mountains. In seasons of high water the 
lakt overflows and another called Winne- 
macca lake is formed ID an adjacent valley. 


There are a number of other small lakes 


io -various parts of tbe State whfch are 
more in the nata re of smks of their trib- 
utary streams and tbe waters of which are 
so strongly impregnated with alkali as to 
be valueless for irrigation or indeed aoy 
other purpose. 


The 
immense 
mineral resources of 


Nevada and their devulopoient has undtd 
to keep agriculture in the background, and 
for that reason less progress can be seen 
in thot State in tbe direction of irrigntioa 
than in any section dealt with. Litterfy. 
however, more attention has been ptid to 
the subject, and, as elsewhere, it baa been 
teamed that maab of tUe BO-cillel desert 
land was so only in name, and tout with 
water it could bn made pu.luctive. Con- 
siderable areas iu the Car&ouaad Humboldt 
valleys bave been irrigated, aad to tbe 
vicinity of Lovelock* some thousand* of 
acres of fertile soil are cultivated by tbe 
aid of irrigation and with tha be-t results. 


In Northern and C*Ltra,l Nevada there 


are, it is claimed, something like 3,000,* 
000 acres that can be profitebl.' irrigated 
were sources of supply eatablished. 
Lake 


Tahoe, which is located partly in Nevada 
and partly in California, bits attracted 
considerable attention as affording a source 
of enpply for an extensive body of land at 
the foot of tbe Sierra in Western Nevada 
This lake has an area of abont 210 square 
miles and, it is claimed, will furnish water 
enongh to reclaim soma half million acres 


At a meeting of this board held recently 


io anticipation of the visit of the Senatorial 
committee, a communication was read 
from State "Attorney General Alexander, 
affirmatively responding to question* refer- 
red to him relative to the $100,000 appro- 
priated to carry oat the purposes of the 
act, and the legality of taking the same 
from the State school fund and placing it 
to tbe credit of tbe reclamation fond. H* 
also stated that any dams constructed 
under the provision* of th* ao1-, on the 
headwaters of the rivers and lying within 
the borders of California, would be subject 
to tbe laws and taxation of that State. 


Colonel Bridge* statud that b* had re- 


cently visited and examined all tbe head- 
waters or sources of the Truckee. Carson 
aud Walker rivers, and found that Hope 
valley and other eligible points for water 
storage constructions are in'California. 
Long valley, lying between the forks of the 
Carson river, less than 20 miles distant, is 
in Ibis State, and presents atl the df sired 
advantages and facilities; he therefore 
recommended that it be selected as tbe 
starting point in storage-dam building. 
A 


dam luO feet high will create a lake five 
sqnar* miles in size,, with an average 
depth of 50 feet. A dam of stone masonry 
fifty feet high could be constructed for 
$100,000, and one 100 feet in bight would 
coat $200,000 or more. 


Colonel Bridges said that the forks of 


the Carson emptied into a long valley in 
Nevada, and be thought a reservoir could 
be built in that valley for $200,000. He 
•aid that 200.000 sons of land, could be re- 
claimed by such a system, aa j when the 
general Government shall bnild a reservoir 
in Hope valley the system will be complete 
to famish all the water needed for power 
and irrigation purposes. He said there 
were sites for eight reservoirs at the head 
of the Canon; that the dam necessary 
would be 200 feet long at the base, 800 feet 
on the top and 100 feet high. He esti. 
mated the cost of the dam at $200,000. 
He said it would store water over an area 
of five square miles and would be 50 feet 
deep. 


Mr.'Williams stated that the committee, 


would cot entertain any proposition to 
bnild a dam that would cost $200,000, and 
asked if some other kind of material could 
not be used. 


Mr. Bridges said that a play dam with a 


solid front could be built much cheaper. 
Mr. Bridges also said that the people bad 
received much credit for voting an appro- 
priation for the storage of water, and be 
believed that the general Government 
would take hold of the matter with much 
greater interest from that fact, and be 
thought there was no doubt of getting ma- 
terial aid. rje naid that the system would 
cover five counties, name);: 
Douglas, 


Ormaby, L>on, Churchill and Washoe; 
that he would tap Lake Tahoe et both 
end and take tbe water through the natural 
outlets down toe Truckee and a tunnel 
through to Hope valley from the south end 
of Like Tahoe. 


General T. D. Edwards, 
nder tbe in- 


structions of the Board, presented a > elab- 
orate report, showing Nevada's resources 
i( the water was properly stored, snd tbe 
vast amonnt of land susceptible of reclam- 
ation. He quoted largely from the State 
Surveyor Oeneral'e report, showing the 
area approximately classified as follows: 


Water aren, 1,081,600 acres; fornmry, 


2.000,000 acres; agricultural landd, 30,000,- 
000 acres; mineral lands, 15,000,000 acres; 
salinas, borax, niter, sulphur deposits, al- 
kali flats and deserts, 3,656,000 acres; total, 
71,737.000 acres. 


He showed approximately the number of 


acres that can be reclaimed by a proper 
water storage iu the several counties of the 
State. His" report showed tbp n.qrgt)er ot 
streams and rivers ID ibis State to be 35 
and the number of lakes and ponds to b* 
925, and irrigable laads about 10,000,000 
acres. 


Mr. Newland* also Rave some inttreoting 


facts »nd figures regarding earth or stone 
dam construction, and the relative cost, an 
earth dam like that of the Spring Valley 
\Vrttcr Compiay, California, beii.R tbe 
cheaper and better style wben fonnd feas- 
ible. At bis suggestion President Wil- 
liam* was authorized to send for Mr. 
Scbussler, the con si mating nud managing 
engineer of the aforesaid company, at Sin 
F/aDCi«eo, in order to have him mqke a 
practical examination of LOUR Valley water 
storage facilities and give his opinion and 
estimates thereon. 


Mr. Coffin bad several practical sugges- 


tions to offer, among which was tbe -|nes- 
tion as to tbe manner of distributing tbe 
water storedyin tbe dam when tha time 
came for snob dUtribntiod. It would of 
course have to flow down the natural chan- 
nel of tbe river, and would ranchers and 
others claiming priority of right in the use 
of the natural river flow continue in tbe ex- 
ercise of such right and thus confiscate tbe 
storage water proposition to their own par- 
ticular use and benefit? 


Ia connection with b^s remarks on the 


utilization of water resources Colonel 
Bridges showed a map or diagram il- 
lustrating bow a tunnel conld be ran 
through the eastern side of the Sierra to

In Churchill, Storey and Lyon counties 


several enterprises are under consideration 
for the construction oi storage reservoirs. 
The waters of the Carson and Trockee 
rivers, which are now almost entirely 
unutilized and allowed to ran to wattle, will 
be conducted into these reservoirs and 
then distributed as needed on the arid bat 
fertile soil. Itie proposed to divert the 
Trockee river near Wadswortb aad conduct 
it upon the dry lands between that place 
and the sink of the Carson. 


The water of the Carson is to be stored 


in reservoirs, excellent sites tor which 
have 
already 
been determined upon. 


Some small local irrigation schemes bave 
been successfully conducted for some time 
in various parts of the State, but those 
outlined are the -first efforts for the utiliza- 
tion of the flow of the important atreams 
upon anything like a systematic baois. 


The anbjeot of irrigation an j the recla- 


mation of arid lands was brought to the 
attention of the last Legislature, and an 
appropriation of $100,000 was made for 
the inauguration of a survey of the sources 
of water supply in order to ascertain what 
could be done in that direction. A State 
Board of Reclamation 
and 
Internal 


Improvement was appointed, which met 
early this month to hear reports of whet 
had been accomplished. 


The members of the board are Senator 


Evan Williams, chairman; Senators J. R. 
Bradley, L. A. Blakeslee and Henry 
Springmeyer. 


This board was created by tha last Legis- 


lature, under "An act to provide for the 
storage of water, to encourage milling, 
mining and internal improvement-), and to 
reclaim the arabledeaert lands and develop 
the agricultural resources of the State of 


tap Lake Tahoe, thug furnishing the grand- 
est water supply of all for irrigation, mill- 
ing, manufacturing or any other desired 
purpose. The tunnel could be run from 
the Kingsbnry grade canyon, jaat above 
Genoa, and be three and a half miles in 
length. Its month would be 1,500 feet 
above the valley, furnishing ample power 
to ran numerous dynamos, fnrniehing any 
quantity of electric energy, which could be 
transmitted by wire to run mills, mining 
works and electric lights within 50 miles, 
and yet pot interfere with the use of the 
water for irrigating and other pnrposes.
